Money in a Sack— Robbers Refuse 


to Take Jew elry and Secure Between 


$3,000 and $5,000 in Cash. 


Mammoth H ot Springs. Wyo., Ju ly 
30.— Two bandits beld up twenty-five 
coaches of tourists at Sluing Creek 
canyon, 
Yellowstone 
National 
park, 
and after compelling the victim s to 
place their money into a large sack 
escaped and are headed for the Ja c k ­ 
son Bole country on the state border. 
They got between $3,000 and $5,000 
in money from the 165 passengers, re­ 
fusing to accept any jewelry. 
It was 
the most sensational holdup in the 
history of the park and took p ace at 
the exact spot, it is said, where a rob­ 
bery occurred seven years ago, when 
approximately $1,500 in jew elry and 
$2,000 in cash were taken. 
It is impossible for two vehicles to 
pass on the road where the robbery 
occurred and the remaining coaches 
had to wait, in many instances, not 
knowing what was happening ahead. 
The m ajority of passengers robbed 
left 
Gardiner, 
Mont., 
last 
Sunday 
morning. 
They 
were rounding 
the 
southern end of the park and had just 
left the upper geyser basin and were 
bound for the Thumb station. 


Road Cut Through Mountains. 


On either side of the scene of the 
holdup are high mountains, the road 
being cut through. 
When the first coach reached the 
spot where the bandits were waiting 
a man stepped from a hiding place 
in the road and commanded the driver 
to throw up his hands, pointing a rifle 
at the occupants of the coach and 
threatening to kill any one who dis­ 
obeyed instructions. 
The highwaymen calm ly offered a 
sack and commanded the tourists to 
empty their pockets into it. 
No shots 
were fired, however. 
The second bandit was stationed in 
the rear to prevent any of the coaches 
from turning back. 
Tbe alarm spread quickly after the 
robbers’ escape and Lieutenant Colo­ 
nel L. M. Brett, commander of the 
park, ordered soldiers out and also 
organized 
a 
bunch 
of 
experienced 
hunters. 
Reports are that the posse 
was but a few minutes behind the 
bandits and that they were fleeing to 
the Jackson Bole country. 
A reward of $500 has been offered 
by the four transportation companies 
involved for the arrest of the bandits. 
The robbers had an advantage because 
persons are not permitted to carry 
firearms in the park boundaries.

The second bandit was stationed in 
the rear to prevent any of the coaches 
from turning back. 
The alarm spread quickly after the 
robbers' escape and Lieutenant Colo­
